Claim 1 is a generic claim covering both of tlie embodiments of Figs. 2 (3A-B) 
and 7A. All of the elements recited in claim 1 are found in each of the embodiments of 
Figs. 2 and 7A. It is clear that restriction for Species 1 (Fig. 2) and Species 2 (Fig. 7A) 
is not appropriate under the current claim 1 . Applicants respectfully request that this 
restriction be removed. 

With respect to the restriction identifying species 3 as a separate embodiment, 
this embodiment, as shown in Fig. 1 1 , includes the embodiment of Figure 7A 
(erroneously labeled as 100 instead of 1 10 - correction for this drawing error is 
attached hereto), with the further addition of a control system. Note, that the elements 
recited in lines 1-11 of each of claims 1 and 15 are identical. For clarity with respect to 
the restriction, applicants are willing to amend claim 15 so that it depends from claim 1, 
thus leaving claim 1 as a generic claim covering both embodiments, if required by the 
Examiner. However, Applicants respectfully assert that this is not necessary here, as it 
is dear that Fig. 1 1 covers the embodiment of Fig. 7A with the further addition control 
system elements. As a result, if claim 1 is found to be patentable, claim 15 will 
automatically be deemed patentable.
